Country Club in Canada 


Barnett Simons, A.I.D, 








Completed in time to take advantage of Canada’s Indian 
Summer, Montreal’s new Pinegrove Country Club offers 
everything a golfer heading for the 19th hole could ask 
for. Designed by Barnett Simons, A.I.D., of New York, 
in collaboration with Montreal architects Mayers & 
Gervan, the club is all wood—walnut and cedar—with 
extensive window areas, purposely left uncurtained by 
the designer to take full advantage of the outside swim- 
ming pool and golf course. The interior is divided into 
two main areas, a lounge and bar, and the entire room is 
easily adapted for large private parties. Prime considera- 
tion was given to establishing a mood conducive to re- 
laxation, and to achieve this designer Simons analyzed 
members’ entertaining habits, planned lounge space in 
nimble conversation groupings, designed “at home” 
furniture with emphasis on comfort, and defined each 
grouping by suspended lighting and long, low planters. 
Furniture groupings progress from weighty center islands 


to airiness with peripheral groupings arranged for four 
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people, those in the center for ten or more. For a feel- 
ing of greater intimacy in the bar, a grid overhang was 
specially designed to emphasize the architectural feeling 
of the beamed ceiling, and the furniture, designed by Mr. 
Simons and made by Montreal firms, is keyed to the 
architecture’s open, airy feeling: long, slim sofas rang- 
ing from a 10-foot model to a 28-foot sectional; white 
aluminum coffee tables in an arc shape with glass tops 
over blue-green fabric repeating that used on the sofas; 
neatly scaled lounge chairs; aluminum and rattan bar 
stools. Lighting, suspended from laminated cedar beams, 
is geared to establish any desired mood,with dimmer con- 
trols to change the atmosphere from daylight brightness 
to a candlelight glow. A crisp, cool color scheme (the 
club is used only in the summer) also plays a vital role 
in the setting and includes kelly green carpeting with 
blue checkerboard runners, plenty of white—on plastic 
wail surfaces, furniture finishes and cabinet tops—and oc- 
casional accents of pastel tones.

The attractive interior settings shown here and on the 
following five pages are highlights of the 9th Annual 
Decorators Show held recently at the Pan Pacific Audi- 
torium in Los Angeles. “American Living, Inside-Out” 
was the show’s theme as set by producer Robert L. 
Boyle; participants included leading interior designers 
and national manufacturers whose aim was to introduce 
style trends for 1959 and to point up the most significant 
ideas in interior furnishings. Sponsored by the Southern 
California District Chapter of the American Institute of 
Decorators, and the Antique Dealers Association of 
Southern California, the show covered 120,000 square 
feet of space and offered over 150 exhibits.

The basic consumer economy of this country is a retail 
economy. It has been the retail store, small and large, 
that has supplied place and time utility to the products 
of this big segment of industrial America. It has been 
our distribution network. 

Around this network of retail stores has developed one 
of the greatest systems of communications in existence 
the world over: newspapers, consumer magazines, radio, 
and television. Through these media, manufacturers have 
advertised their products, enticing the American public 
to go to the nearest point of purchase—the retail store. 
Great publishing empires have been built whose sole 
economic purpose has been to create sales through retail 
channels. They have played a vital supporting role in 
our retail economy. 

The story that follows tells of a development that has 
dramatic economic impact. Although evolutionary in 
nature, its impact is revolutionary. It represents a break 
in our traditional retail road to distribution. This de- 
velopment marks the disintegration of the typical re- 
tail store as a channel for high quality homefur- 


nishings. 


The Showroom and Its Economic Impact 


The gallery of portraits on the following pages are the 
contributors to the text that follows. Collectively, they 
represent most ‘of the important trading areas in this 
country as indicated by the map. These men act as dis- 
tributors or factory representatives in the showroom type 
of operation. Their basic product is furniture. You will 
find their counterpart in the decorative fabric jobber and 
the floor covering decorative jobber. 

These men and their like are the men around whom our 
showroom story is built. Because they appear the coun- 
try over, not just in the big market centers, they are 
giving this story a new geographical dimension. They are 
forwarding the important job that the manufacturer- 
operated showroom has already been carrying on for 
some years. The manufacturer showroom has contributed 
materially to a high standard of operation. The dis- 
tributor showroom aims to achieve and maintain these 
high standards on a broader base. 

A special note of thanks must go to Tom Sinks for his 
constant encouragement to present this story; and to 
Byron Knapp, Jr. and to Clark Kelsey for their out- 
standing cooperation, HV .A. 





Every industry that serves the U. S. consumer counts 
as a chief problem nowadays how to get the goods from 
the factory to the home in a way that will mean maximum 
benefit to everybody. In furniture, the problem is par- 
ticularly tough. The stuff is big, it is expensive to trans- 
port, stock, and display. Involved at one end of the 
chain are some 4,000 manufacturers; at the other some 
54-million families. What link between this army of 
basic suppliers and the even bigger army that is its 
ultimate market makes the most sense? 

No one answer will fit every case. But increasingly, 
and especially in the better quality lines, the finger points 
to the wholesale showroom as the solution. 

Changes in the postwar world have abetted the trend. 
The housewife herself has complicated the problem in 
the last decade. Not only does the average housewife 
have more money to spend on her home than she used to 
have; she is more demanding, more exacting. She wants 
more choice—of finishes, colors, styles. She wants better 
quality. She has a far better idea of what taste and 


quality are, 
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At.the same time, she often has less skill in putting 
together an attractive home than she has, say, in dressing 
herself. For one thing, she buys furniture and all that 
goes with it far less frequently than she buys clothes. 
Often, all she knows about new lines and new products 
is what she reads in the shelter magazines. Her prob- 
lem is twofold: where to go to see the goods; where to 
get help she wants in putting them together. 

This is where the interior designer comes in. His part 
in building up public taste is unquestioned. Consumer 
and interior decorator have reacted on one another in a 
sort of happy circle to the advantage of both. One esti- 
mate has it that over 20,000 interior decorators serve a 
market of over 4-million consumers. All signs indicate 
that it is barely scratched. 

But the interior designer and decorator is only half the 
answer, He can supply the skills the consumer wants. 
But only in rare cases can he display the goods she wants 
in any quantity and selection. Who is going to meet the 
other half of the problem?

Many fine furniture stores in the past couple of decades 
have thrown in the sponge. Other old-line carriage-trade 
stores have shifted their targets from quality product to 
volume product. The big retailer, with his heavy capital 
investment, usually figures he has to charge a number 
markup—or a 100% markup—on products as costly to 
stock and display and with as slow a turnover as household 
furnishings. It is one thing to double the factory price 
on a $100 sofa. When you get to the $500 sofa and have 
to add another $500 to get your selling price, the chances 
are you are giving valuable floor space to a product that 
won’t pay its way. The more value the consumer wants, 
the more pressure she puts on variety of merchandise, 
the more the retailer has to weigh the returns to him 
from every piece he displays, 

For the quality furniture manufacturer, this poses an 
acute problem. He knows his consumer market is grow- 
ing. But he finds it harder and harder to find a retail 
spot where he can exhibit his lines. 

His dilemma has become the wholesaler’s—and the 
interior designer’s—opportunity. 

Wholesalers see in the showroom the most efficient 
link left in the distribution chain for fine furniture. Some 
have learned this the hard way. Such was the case of a 
representative of two top-notch lines. Some six years 
ago, he realized that furniture stores, once good cus- 
tomers, were cutting down their orders. When he asked 
-them why, he got the by-now stock answers: high over- 
head, slow turnover. So he began to look around for 
other outlets. He took his cue from the carpet and fabric 
mills. And he wound up with a showroom of his own. 

Many other wholesalers are stepping up to fill the gap 
that the retailers have left yawning. These figures tell a 
little of the results: In 1939, 13% of total furniture manu- 
facturers’ output went to wholesalers. By 1948, this had 
jumped to 16.9% ; in 1954, to 21%. The National Whole- 
sale Furniture Assn. estimates that when the 1958 count 
is in, it will show that 25% of production went the whole- 
sale route, Significantly, the 1954 figure of 21% was 
double the 10.4% that sold through department stores. 

The complexion of wholesaling is changing, too. In 
1947, 66% of wholesale sales came from road salesmen, 
and only a third from showrooms, Ten years later, the 
picture was nearly reversed: 60% of sales were made 
through showrooms, and 40% from road selling. The 
extent of the job they are doing shows up in these figures: 
Last year, association members shipped 90% of their 
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sales from their own warehouses and drop-shipped (from 
factory) only 10%. 

The showroom operation may thus be the answer to 
many a manufacturer’s prayer. But it is far more than 
that. For the interior designer the showroom provides 
a far more effective tool with which to capitalize on the 
quality-hungry market the designer serves. 

Primarily that is because the interior designer can 
turn to one location to show his client a wide choice of 
goods by several manufacturers. Further, the well-run 
showroom prides itself on the attractiveness of its dis- 
plays—a sales lure of great importance. Many show- 
rooms also have facilities for mechanical services includ- 
ing freight and delivery to a customer. They will handle 
local complaints for the interior designer and take care 
of any necessary returns to manufacturers so that the 
decorator’s profit is truly a net profit. Through the show- 
room lines, the decorator can capitalize, too, on the 
brand advertising of some of the top lines, names that 
the consumer is beginning to recognize and ask for. 
Best of all, the decorator gets all this without capital in- 
vestment. He doesn’t have to weigh himself down with 
costly stock. He doesn’t buy until his customer buys. 
The trained personnel of the showrooms can help the 
decorator do a more intelligent job of selling. This leaves 
the decorator more time to concentrate on his special. 
professional skills. 

The furniture dealer who uses the wholesale show- 
rooms shares these benefits. For him, the showroom 
actually serves as an extension of his own selling floor. 
This means that he can still sell the better grades that he 
is unable economically to handle himself. Thus he can 
hold on to the higher-income customer whom he might 
otherwise lose to someone else. And for him, too, these 
advantages accrue without benefit of capital investment 
in stock and warehousing. 

Someone, wholesalers argue, has to perform the whole- 
sale functions, Often the wholesaler can do this more 
economically than anyone else. Freight costs, which are 
going up, are a case in point. Buying in less-than-car- 
load lots, as a small dealer usually must, sends these costs 
higher. The wholesaler, serving many outlets, can get 
the price advantage of larger shipments. 

The wholesale operation has some clear advantages to 
the manufacturer, too. At last, the maker of more ex- 
pensive lines has a spot to display his wares. Through 
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wholesalers, the manufacturer can reach small, remote 
markets where it would not pay him to sell direct. 
Through interior decorators, manufacturers keep in 
closer touch with the taste trends of the times. 

For decorators and dealers beyond the reaches of the 
big central markets, the sprouting network of wholesale 
showrooms across the country has special value. They 
no longer have to rely solely on costly jaunts to the large 
market areas to find their sources, learn what’s cooking 
in their trade. The wholesale showroom, observes one 
wholesaler succinctly, keeps the market nearer home. 

With pluses like these, it is no wonder showroom opera- 
tors feel themselves part of a major revolution. But, like 
most revolutions, this one has brought some strains and 
stresses in its train. 

One of the burning issues is the problem of how much 
the decorator or dealer should add to the wholesale price. 
To this question, a wholesaler says, there are as many 
answers as there are fleas on a dog. 

Obviously, the wholesaler is not in business for philan- 
thropic purposes. He wants to make a profit—and rising 
costs are hitting him as they are hitting everyone else. 
In figuring his price, he has to take into account the ware- 
housing and other services he performs, On the average, 
the wholesaler’s profit is smaller than either the manu- 
facturer’s or the retailer’s, but it still means a higher 
starting base from which the dealer figures his profit. 

Some dealers and interior decorators feel that they 
should get the same 100% markup—above the whole- 
saler’s price—that the big retailer demands. Showroom 
operators, on the other hand, often urge them to shorten 
their markup, on the ground that their profit from show- 
room sales is almost pure net profit. 

\n independent survey came up with this estimate: A 
dealer who adds a 33144% markup on goods he buys at 
a showroom actually comes out with the same net profit 
as the retailer who tacks on a 100% markup for goods 
he himself displays and stocks on the store floor. Com- 
ments one wholesaler, “It seems to me that dealers who 
buy from a wholesaler seem to be unduly penalizing their 
customers as well as the showroom by attempting to get 
the same markup on the showroom floor as they would in 
their own department.” In other words, they are charg- 
ing for nonexistent costs, 

The decorator has to figure on a different basis. He is 
entitled to consider the value of his time and professional 


skill—-which is, after all, what he is primarily selling— 
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when he figures his price. Whether getting a full markup 
is a fair return or a “penalty” on the consumer depends 
on how much time and skill the designer devotes to a cus- 
tomer. In some cases, he may well figure that the value 
of his services justifies more than the number markup. 
But both decorators and dealers should get used to think- 
ing of profit in terms of dollars, not percentages, a whole- 
saler suggests. And a fair profit to the decorator will 
still often work out to a price lower than the consumer 
would pay for the same goods at a furniture store. 

In any case, competition is one of the economic facts 
of life that the whole industry has to face up to. One 
dealer may be content, for competitive reasons, with only 
a 10% profit on showroom purchases. This practice 
may vastly irk the dealer who wants 50%. But latter-day 
merchandising developments—the supermarket, the dis- 
count house—have conditioned the consumer (if he 
needed conditioning) to seek a bargain. In furniture, 
too, competition may well force the industry to take a 
new look at the markup system. 

Partly from a misconception about markup comes one 
of the chief criticisms of the showroom operation, Dealers 
often fear that the showroom is in competition with their 
own stores. Some have even gone so far as to boycott 
manufacturers who display through showrooms. The 
charge has some basis, of course; any outlet is of neces- 
sity in competition with any other. But experience is 
gradually overcoming this attitude. Retailers are learn- 
ing that, when they use the showroom intelligently, it sup- 
plements, rather than competes with, their own furniture 
departments. Use of a showroom gives the dealer a com- 
petitive edge over those who do not. 

Another prime bogey—shared by both dealers and in- 
terior designers—is that the showroom is a way to bypass 
them in the marketing chain. No legitimate showroom 
operates that way. Showroom operators go all out to 
protect their bread-and-butter customers, the dealers and 
the designers. In no reputable showroom is it true that 
“anybody” can get in, any more than it is true that “I 
can get it for you wholesale.” A typical operator states 
his code of ethics as “admitting consumer customers sent 
in by any interior designer listed in Dun & Bradstreet or 
Lyon Furniture Mercantile Agency, and dealers who have 
a place of business open during normal business hours 
and displaying furniture for sale.” 

Sometimes, wholesalers say, the shoe is on the other 
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foot: The showrooms’ routine procedure of demanding 
a card from a retailer or designer before they open their 
doors to the consumer irks the very dealers the routine 
is designed to protect. 

Again, decorators sometime fear that they lose their 
identity, that their role is minimized, when they take 
clients to a showroom. That happens only if the deco- 
rator lets it happen, the wholesalers answer. After all, 
clients look to decorators for decisions and leadership. 
The smart designer has no trouble hanging on to that 
prerogative. 

One way to do this is to be thoroughly familiar with 
what the showrooms offer. One wholesaler suggests that 
designers should visit showrooms at least every 90 days 
to find out what’s available, what’s new. “When a good 
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job is pending,” one wholesaler urges, “the designer 
should precede his client to the showroom and, with blue- 
prints, samples of floor coverings and fabrics, set up the 
scheme and the strategies with a member of the show- 
room staff so that when he returns by appointment with 
his client, thece is rapport and understanding all around.” 

During the postwar period, the climate has improved 
enormously. The stature of the wholesale furniture show-

ago are now steady and friendly customers. 

One wholesaler’s story makes this point. A year ago, 
a group set up a showroom operation in a western city. 
To reassure dealers and decorators in the area that it 
would not poach on their preserves, the showroom made 
its Number 1 rule that all clients must be accompanied 
by a dealer or designer. It wasn’t long before “hundreds 
of calls” from dealers persuaded them to relax the rule, to 
allow clients in with a card or a letter. 

Not the least of the reasons for this improved relation- 
ship is the program of public relations carried on by 
the National Wholesale Furniture Association. Not only 
has it pushed its Code of Ethics, in which the key words 
are “Common Honesty,” but it has insisted on observance 
of the rule: “All sales only through dealers or decora- 
tors.’ The Code of Ethics of the Decorative Furniture 
Manufacturers Association, whose twenty-nine members 
did a combined gross business volume last year of ap- 
proximately $50,000,000, has also set up a high standard 
for its members, The National Wholesale Furniture As- 
sociation has accepted fewer than half the applications for 
membership as a result of its thorough inspection pro- 
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gram. It has not renewed memberships in certain cases. 
As a result, while not all good furniture wholesalers are 
members of the group, you will look long and hard to 
find any bad actors on the current roster. Its seal is an 
almost certain warrant of integrity. 

In spite of some wrinkles that still need to be ironed 
smooth, the impact of the showroom-designer combine is 
already here for anyone to see. New manufacturers, one 
showroom manager reports, are taking to this form of 
distribution every day. 

Retailer recognition of the showroom potential is grow- 
ing stronger, too, One showroom says that a group of 
midwestern retailers recently gave its sanction to a pro- 
posal by showroom operators to hold an open house for 
consumers. Another group, located in Chicago’s great 
Merchandise Mart, has held such an open house for two 
years, with “tangible evidence to both dealer and interior 
designer that the results have been productive.” Perhaps 
the crowning recognition of the importance of this way 
of distribution is the fact that at least three major mid- 
western retailers have set up their own subsidiary show- 
room operation, One wholesaler enthusiastically views 
this as the “up-and-coming distribution pattern” for all 
furniture, in every price range. 

Many in the field realize that there is an education 
job to be done. Some feel that a new term, such as dis- 
tributor’s showroom, manufacturer’s showroom, or simply 
decorator showroom would be a simple step to clear the 
air and convey a better understanding of what a show- 
room is, and what it is not. Some showrooms are in- 
creasing their efforts to tell their story to the consumers 
via advertising—advertising which makes it plain that 
consumers are welcome if they come with a dealer or 
designer’s sanction. 

All sides agree that there are no problems that in- 
tegrity and good will cannot solve. The potential is so 
great that any effort to smooth this path to the consumer 
is worthwhile. 

At both ends of the distribution chain—the supplier’s 
and the consumer’s—the need for this kind of link is 
enormous. The withdrawal of many big retailers from 
the higher-priced field leaves the door wide open: to the 
showroom, to supply what economists call the “place 
utility” and the “time utility”; to the designer, to supply 
the “skill utility.” Working together, it promises to be 


an unbeatable team. 
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The sampling of showroom interiors that fol- 
lows is indicative of the atmosphere and well 
designed backgrounds typifying the successful 


showroom operation today.

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Three Homes in One 


There are many challenges facing the interior designer 
in the course of his work. Without exception his client 
has four major requirements that have to be met: indi- 
viduality of design, immediate decorative effect, ease of 
upkeep and low-cost installation. It is significant that 
individuality—“something different”—ranks first. Since 
the injection of the last item usually makes the challenge 
technically impossible without sacrifice of the first, both 
interior designer and client have to compromise by set- 
tling for interesting interiors realized with the maximum 
of individuality possible for the amount of money ex- 
pended. Although the floodtide of individuality in interior 
design has had its ups and downs in recent years, it shows 
no sign of receding. Nor will it as long as interior design- 
ers are able to meet the challenge of the client in supplying 
this “beautiful necessity” in their work. 

An outstanding example of individuality in interior 
design is represented by the unique apartment in Dor- 
chester House, in New York, as recently completed by 
T. Miles Gray Associates, N.S.I.D. The completed apart- 


ment, a co-operative of eight rooms and three baths, is 






doubly interesting in that it was ready for occupancy 
in the record period of ten weeks from the first inter- 
view between the interior designers and the client. 


Actually the apartment is jointly owned by three clients 
—three women sharing it together for several months 
of the year between the winter “season” in Florida and 
trips to Europe—who desired the home-like atmosphere 
of a single apartment expressing the personal preferences 
of three different individuals, and with no overtones what- 
ever of a club-like atmosphere. To obtain this desirable 
end, two apartments, and part of a third for the single 
complete kitchen with large refrigerator and freezer unit, 
were converted by the interior designers into a single 
apartment with one of the original smaller kitchens uti- 
lized for a maid’s room and bath, and the space occupied 
by the other given over to large fitted closets. 

The result is a delightful apartment of generous dimen- 
sions assembling much of the furniture and accessories 
originally owned by the occupants which have been reno- 
vated and incorporated into the new scheme meeting the 
separate living requirements of three personalities.

The cold formality long associated with bank interiors 


is fast disappearing thanks to the efforts of such interior 
designers as Elisabeth Draper, A.I.D., whose newest bank 
installation, the Dutchess Bank and Trust Company in 
Poughkeepsie, New York, has a crisp, contemporary feel- 
ing. Architect for the two-story building, which was 
completely remodeled from an existing one-story struc- 
ture, was Charles Cooke, with whom Robert Reynolds, of 
Elisabeth Draper, Inc., worked closely in the selection of 
all materials. The result is the handsomely integrated 
installation pictured here. As one of the key materials, 
aluminum lends a subtly sparkling note throughout the 
main banking area and officers’ platform: in railings, 
sand urns, trim on the check desks, drawer pulls and 
sabots. Backgrounds of these areas are painted a neutral 
sand color in contrast to walnut dados and the recurring 
wood tones of walnut used for counters, desks and chair 
frames. Flooring is black terrazzo which is left exposed 
in front of the heavily trafficked tellers’ counters, while 
the remainder of the banking area is carpeted in a sharp 
green, black and gray stripe, the adjoining officers’ plat- 
form, in black and green tweed. For continuity in the 
color scheme, green—in the same emerald tones—is re- 
peated in the conference room on shaped window shades 
paneled in black braid, and combined with light blue in 
the sofa fabric, a colorful contrast to the white painted 
walls and black leather accents. The conference table 
in two units can be separated to convert the room to a 
lounge and informal conference area. Here is an in- 
stallation characterized by careful attention to detail, 


enhanced by inviting color schemes, which offers a com- 


bination of function, practicality and beauty. 








Contemporary Banking 








Main banking area has open, spacious feeling with neutral sand 
painted walls and walnut dado; custom-designed check desks

walls are white, dado and cornice are walnut; black 
leather provides dramatic accents on Robert Barber 
chairs and tops of Lehigh tables. 
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Stairway between two floors of bank is 
striking feature with alternating black 
and white terrazzo steps and aluminum 
railings; paneled walls are walnut, 
painted surface is sharp green. 
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Lounges for employees make use of 
existing furniture but have colorful new 
backgrounds: walls in ladies’ room are 
papered in Jackson Ellis floral design of 
blue-green and white, vinyl floor is 
aquamarine, Mosaics tile area is gray 
and white; Saran fabric on Lehigh sofa, 
blue-green. Men’s lounge combines black 
marble, black and white vinyl tile floor 
Pippin brown, black and off-white striped 
wallpaper: white folding doors lead to 
coat room. 














































































































Home in a Hospital 


In the heart of the business section of Bethlehem, Penn- 
sylvania, is a privately owned Doctors’ Hospital, built 
and directed by Doctors Elias and Dorothy Sindel, the 
former a surgeon and the latter an obstetrician and 
gynecologist. Home from work to them means a walk 
up one flight of stairs to an apartment located above their 
offices in the hospital. As designed by Leon Desser of 
Desser Studios, New York, the apartment gives the 
illusion of spaciousness within a limited area and offers 
several unusual features for entertaining fairly large 
groups of people. A deft use of colors and materials 
helps to create the spacious effect: walls in the 15 by 21 
foot living room combine one in pink grasscloth, another 
in deep brown and a third of travertine marble, the 


muted colorings blending with beige and white draperies 





and desert sand carpet; a large mirror further enhances 
this feeling, and furnishings are kept to a minimum for 
a clean, uncluttered look. An outstanding feature of the 
room is a built-in bar, designed by Mr. Desser, and 
executed in seven rosewood panels with an inlaid pat- 
tern of brass stars. Accessories include a pair of original 
ceramic paintings created by artists Barrer and Russell, 
an antique Japanese musical instrument, and an original 
Holesch oil painting. In the L-shaped dining room, walls 
are covered in white grasscloth, accented by a mural 
in tones of cerulean blue matching the ceiling color. 
Furniture, also of custom design, includes a ten-foot 
rosewood cabinet recessed in a wall alcove, and a nine- 
foot long table with rosewood base and white cypress 
top inlaid with brass star motifs. 

















Walls in dining room are covered in Murals, Inc. white grass- 
cloth accented by “Fuji” mural in tones of cerulean blue 
(shown reflected in mirror); all furniture was custom designed 
and executed by Albano including built-in rosewood cabinet 
with brass hardware and blue painted interior, 9-foot dining 
table with rosewood base and white cypress top inlaid with 
stars, and chairs upholstered in Adams blue leather repeating 
gold star motif; color accents are orange-red in Thaibok silk 
used on three rosewood benches, and ceramic paintings by 
Barrer and Russell under mirror which echo Oriental theme 
set by shoji screen and wall mural. 
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Living room is designed for entertaining with seating provided by Harvey Probber sofas in 
blue-green fabric and pair of brass-leg chairs in white leather; walls blend pink grasscloth, 
deep brown painted area, and travertine marble with Kent-Bragaline beige and white curtains 
and Seamloc carpet in desert sand color; blue-green accents appear in tile extensions of 
Dunbar coffee table, and Thaibok plaid on pair of Dunbar armless chairs; one wall has built-in 
bar, made by Albano, with rosewood folding panels inlaid with brass stars; Stiffel lamps are 


white and gold. 
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House On d a for casual living 


The little vine-covered house in contemporary style 
shown here, nestled among trees on a hillside in Easton, 
Pennsylvania, and owned by Mr. and Mrs. Frank Schu- 
mann, was designed and built to conform to the natural 
environment. The results have been so successful that 
it appears to be an actual indigenous part of the wooded 
landscape. Credit for this appealing example of archi- 
tecture is due Hugh Moore, A.I.A. A great part of his 
success derives from use of such materials as stained 
siding laid in clapboard style, paved porches and ter- 
races of field stone, and a brick chimney, all contributing 


to the “natural” look. 


Equally attractive are the interiors, as designed by 
Ellen Lehman McCluskey, A.I.D., featuring both con- 
temporary and traditional furnishings. A green and 
yellow color scheme was selected for coordinated use 
in all the rooms, conforming perfectly with the woody 
exterior and bringing the outdoors inside. Additional 
interest is supplied the interior of the house by such 
natural materials as knotty pine sheathing for walls, 
hemp carpet, and growing plants throughout to aid and 
abet the delightful countrified atmosphere; other deco- 
rative points in its favor include painted brick of the

with plain walls, and excellent fenestration permitting 
views of the outside woodland in every direction. 

Of special interest is the storage wall in knotty pine 
between living room and kitchen, providing easy informal 
service for entertaining. This wall is compartmented on 
both sides, affording storage for glassware and linens on 


the living room side and food stores on the kitchen side. 


Another feature is the combination of antique pieces with 


furniture of contemporary design, to the advantage of 
both. The sharp eye alerted for the things that help to 
improve the art of better living will find such things 
as the clerestory window incorporated for additional light, 
supplemented at night by down lights in the ceiling and 
lamps at strategic points for efficiency. Enough cannot 
be said for the absence of clutter, so liable in situations 
such as this, permitting every object in the decorative 


ensemble unobstructed view. 
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Master bedroom was designed to bring at- 
mosphere of outdoors inside, incorporating 
wide window areas with sliding inner shut- 
ters and ceiling with Schumacher leafy 
paper; entire end of room is fitted with 
built-in dressing table, detail of which ap- 


pears at right showing marble top, loveseat 


in red and white stripe and Tropic Tile 
floor by Seal Lock, which is used for decora- 
tive impact throughout the house.

Designs in Glass 


Charles Lin Tissot is an American designer who, for the 
past five years, has shuttled back and forth between New 
York and Venice in his search for new ideas and new 
techniques in glassmaking. It was only natural that he 
should turn his attentions to the Venetians, for as master 
glassmakers of long tradition, they offered him the 
knowledge and techniques he was seeking to supplement 
his long experience in the design of glass, experience 
ranging from costume jewelry to glass walls for the 
private restaurant on the S.S. United States. The Vene- 
tion techniques also showed him how to develop the tex- 
ture-like qualities of glass that give such depth to his 
work, and they are in keeping with his philosophy that 
the decorative qualities intrinsic in the glass itself should 
be emphasized. Many of his designs are highly intricate 
and frankly decorative with a feeling of extravagance, 
yet all preserve the natural beauty of the glass. In creat- 
ing the striking chandelier pictured on the opposite page, 
for example, more than 200 different forms were re- 
quired for the cluster of white floral shapes. A series of 
hourglasses commissioned by Bonniers in New York 
illustrates the individuality he gives to all his work: each 
of the hourglasses is different in not only shape and color 
but also in the sand which came from Fontainebleau, 
France, and is tinted in subtle, fresco-like colorings. It 
is this individuality which makes his work of great in- 
terest to interior designers, and much of his work is de- 
voted to creating one-of-a-kind designs. Decorators wish- 
ing to give their clients something original, which cannot 


be duplicated, can have it in glass by Charles Lin Tissot.

Living with the Arts 


Symphony of blues contrasted with white, and natural woods, 
characterizes “Den Corner” designed by Catherine S. Kniffen, 
Vibeke Simonsen and Margaret P. Moscrip; one wall is painted 
strong blue, background for Gabor Peterdi abstractions, con- 
trasted with wall in Jack Lenor Larsen striped fabric; desk is 
by Jens Risom, and chair, in blue upholstery, by Pareai; 
sculptures by Thomas Morin; floor lamp by Noguchi. 


In an exhibition of ten full-scale room settings, six of 
which are shown here, the Silvermine Guild of Artists, 
New Canaan, Conn., recently presented a room-setting 
synthesis of fashions in homefurnishings, demonstrating 
the possibilities in interior design with the new colors, 
furniture styles and fabrics in the decorating vanguard. 
They are exciting because they express new ideas, new 
design concepts and new decorating approaches. The 
spirit of the settings ranges from the formal to the in- 
formal, from the cosiness of the 19th century to the 
elegance of the contemporary. Colorwise, it will be ob- 
served how frequently green appears, either as a major 
or as an accent color, in shades from Celadon to bitter 
almond; walls are shown covured in paper, fabric or 
plastic, focussing interest on the importance of texture; 
and vinyl tile floors share equally with the interest in 
carpeted areas, frequently with area rugs laid over tiled 
floors. Designed with professional skill, inventiveness 
and a sure, deft handling, the rooms reflect the originality 
as well as the know-how of the respective designers. In 
several of the rooms, the paintings and sculpture are 
used to cue the decorative scheme; in others it is made 
clearly evident that “living with the arts” can be a re- 
warding experience. Without too much exercise of the 
imagination, it is an easy thing to visualize the particular 
kinds of people for whom each of these rooms was 


designed, and would be appropriate.
